The ratio of convicts employed during the year 1881 as prison 
officers, as prison servants, and on manufactures to the average 
number of effectives was 4:9, 12°5 and 45-9, respectively, as compared 
with 4°6, 12°7 and 45:2, in the previous year. For al practical pur- 
poses these ratios may therefore be said to have been identical during 
the two years. The daily average number of civil prisoners was 1,019

6. Particulars regarding the behaviour of the convicts in jail 

Statement 6—Offences and punishments of are given in Statement No. 6. 
convicta, “In addition to 827 criminal offences 
which were judicially tried and punished by the criminal courts, 
76,098* breaches of jail rules occurred which were punished depart- 
mentally. The punishments inflicted for these breaches of jail rules 
contisted of solitary confinement, reduced diet, solitary confinement 
with reduced diet, corporal punishment, and certain minor punishments 
which are not senabataly shewn in the reports. Under the head of soli 
confinement there was a small increase, as compared with the previous 
year, in the number of éases in which resort was had to this form of 
punishment—from 4,022 to 4,050, and in the case of solitary confine- 
ment with reduced diet from 7,190 to 7,651. The punishment of re- 
duced diet was resorted to in 15,201 cases against 23,179 in the previous 
_ year, and “other” punishments fell from 41,813 to 40,229. As regards ~

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It is noteworthy that out of the total number of juveniles confined 
during the year in the Madras Presidency and in the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh, no less than 166, or 43°57 per cent., and 209, or 
28°28 per cent., respectively, are entered as having been previously 
convicted. Up to the present time the Reformatory Schools Act 
(No. V of 1876) has only been extended by Local Governments 
to the Lower Provinces of Bengal and to British Burma, and 
Reformatory Schools under that Act have been established wy 
in those Provinces—at Alipore and Hazaribagh in Bengal, 
at Poungdeh in British Burma. The Governor General in Council 
desires to repeat the view wong expressed by the Government of 
India in a separate correspondence with the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh that there is, ries no pro- 
ject in connection with jail administration which is more worthy 
of attention than the establishment of proper reformatories for 
juvenile offenders. His Excellency in Council is aware that ny

In the Punjab, there isa decrease under this heading as compared 
with 1880; but in Lower Bengal there is a slight increase both 
in the death-rate and in the admissions into hospital. Indeed, an 
examination of the statistics of Bengal jails during the last decade 
shews that sickness, as gauged by the admission and daily sick-rates, 
was more prevalent among the prisoners of this Province during 1881 
than in any of the previous ten years, and that the death-rate in 1881 
_ was also higher than in any of those years, with the exception of 1878 
and 1879, The unfavourable ups sc ee year cannot les to 
excessive prevalence of cholera, for, with the exception of the two years 
the mortality from this cause was less than it had hele’ for 
In view of this unsatisfactory condition of the health.

ona proper footing. One of the best means of ascertaining and 
remedying existing defects is, without doubt, the frequent and periodical - 
inspection of jails ‘either by the local head of the Department or by 
the official visitors, and the Government of India trust that steps — 
will, where necessary, be taken by Local Governments and Adminis ih 
tions to insist upon this important duty being everywhere performed 
in a systematic and careful manner. “i
